Food Riots 
Last summer there was an attempt 
to corner a certain lot of potatoes, 
which was put on sale in the market 
place of Bremen at 
fifty cents a 
pound. 
Usually the police are able 
to make a price and prev ent specu­ 
lation in food products. 
In this case, 
the potatoes w*ere bought up, and 
w’hen the people discov ered the trick 
that hud been played on them, there 
was a riot. 
They simply turned thejj 
wagons ov er in the street and took 
what they pleased. 
After a few of 
these demonstrations the order must 
hav e been giv en to the police to stop; 
them at any cost. 
A short while 
after that, 
1 myself was present at a 
butcher’s riot. 
This was ii^the dead 
of winter a year ago last J anuary. 
j 
I had got up v ery early in order j 
to secure our ration of meat, and 
would stand in line In the bitter cold ( 
from fiv e thirty in the morning with 
work women, old people and children. 
On this particular morning, after w-e 
had waited for hours, the butchers 
said they could not sell any more 
that day. 
Before I realized 
what 
was going to happen the enraged 
women started in to break windows 
and smash ev erything they could get 
their hands on, in an effort to get at 
the meat. 
I shall nev er forget the horror of 
that moment. 
Next to me stood a 
sereamiug woman 
who 
had just 
thrown a stone through a window 
IIready I had seen sev eral wounded 
badly, and now as the nearest police­ 
man rushed upon her with his drawn 
sword, I fainted where I stood. 
Another time as I waited in the 
butcher shop for my turn, a woman 
came in who w’as crying and trem­ 
bling all ov er. 
As

women 
crowded about her she cried out: 
What are we coming to, we poor 
work people. 
It will be like Paris 
in the days of the rev olution.”

was 
quieted, 
she 
managed to tell us of the terrible 
riot she had just witnessed. 
1 heard 
of it afterwards from people who 
were there, but it was suppressed as 
quickly as possible. 
When meat had 
been refused, the people had rioted, 
and the police 
had 
charged them 
with drawn swords. 
Many had been 
killed and thirty-two badly injured.

USE U-BOATS TO 
. CRUSH NEUTRALS 


Germany’s Latest Campaign of 
Ruthlessness Explained by 
War Trade Coard. 


TO STARVE SMALL NATIONS 


s. 
Plan to Cut Off Nations From U. 
and Allied Supplies and Force 
Them to Yield to the 
K aise r's Wishes. 


Washington, Man h 15.—Germany 's 
latest eiunpaign of n ,: hh-ssneas against 
neutral shipping is attributed by the 
war trade board, in a statement issued 
here, to a deliberate plau to cut off 
the 
north 
European 
nations 
from 
American and allied food supplies, 
thereby reducing them through starva­ 
tion to political and economic depend­ 
ence upon the Teutonic war lords. 


Aim ed at the U. S. 
Following is the statement! 
“Germany ’s war leaders are using 
the submarine war weapon to pre­ 
vent fulfillment of American agree­ 
ments to feed and relieve European 
neutrals. 
A mass of cumulative evi­ 
dence and indications in the posses­ 
sion of the war trade board shows 
that Germany is employ ing the sub­ 
marine menace to prevent neighbor 
neutrals receiving any food or favors 
at the hands of the United States 
and its associates in the war to co­ 
erce these neutral through starvation 
into political and economic depend­ 
ence upon Germany , quite as much as 
to strike at the communications of its 
opponents—Germany ’s ostensible aim 
in proclaiming the ruthless? submarine 
campaign. 
Dog-in-the-Manger Idea. 
“Further indications tend to show 
that the submarines are being used, 
along similar dog-in-the-manger lines, 
to destroy neutral shipping without re­ 
gard to its employ ment in order to 
weaken prospective neutral competi­ 
tors after the war and to drag down 
neutral tonnage as far as possible to­ 
ward a i>osition of equality (or infer­ 
iority ) with the German mercantile 
marine, which has lost between 40 and 
50 per cent of its ocean tonnage, so 
that the neutral trader may be equal­ 
ly us badly off as his German rival for 
tonnage in the after-the-wnr rnce for 
commerce. 
“Prominent ship owners in Scandi­ 
navian countries have stated their be­ 
lief that many sinkings were inspired 
only by the intention to get rid of neu­ 
tral tonnage so as to Increase the rela­ 
tive value of German shipping avail­ 
able at the end of*the war. 
Put Ban on Dutch Ships. 
“The intent of the Germans to pre­ 
vent neutrals receiving food and sup­ 
plies under relief agreements conclud­ 
ed with the United States is illustrated 
by the German veto placed upon the 
temporary modus vivendi with Hol­ 
land, providing for the provisioning of 
that country . 
“Two food ships loaded with sup­ 
plies for the Netherlands, along with 
eleven Belgian relief ships, have been 1 
waiting In American ports for weeks 
unable to sail because of the refusal 
of Germany to permit an equivalent 
umount of tonnage leaving Dutch har­ 
bors, the obvious plan of the German 
authorities being to gather all Dutch 
ships into home harbors and then pre­ 
vent any of them sailing by threats to 
torpedo any vessel leaving Holland 
waters. 
“To relieve the food situation in Hol­ 
land the war trade board has finally 
authorized the transshipment of the 
food in question from the two Dutch 
steamers to the Holland liner Nieu 
Amsterdam, which is sailing shortly . 
Aim Even at Swisa. 
“Now success of the earnest efforts 
of the United States government 
to 
rush shipments 
of 
bread grain to 
Switzerland is threatened by tlie ac­ 
tion of German submarines, which, ac­ 
cording to now fully confirmed reports 
from Switzerland, have made a start 
on a new policy of ruthlessness by 
sinking the neutral Spanish steamer 
Sardinero, secured with great difficul­ 
ty to carry food to that coutnry . 
“It is hoped that Switzerland and 
other neutrals will contrast the re­ 
spective attitudes of Germany and the 
United States toward the problem of 
feeding 
' ncu'rats and will take due 
notice of this latest attempt of Ger­ 
many to intimidate neutral ship own­ 
ers, 
through 
ruthless 
submarining, 
from carry ing food to Switzerland. 
“They will also note the same Ger­ 
man spirit toward Holland, which Ger­ 
many seems determined to prevent re­ 
ceiving food supplies, ex cept upon 
German terms.” 


$1 ,3 00,000.000 FOR THE NAVY 


Secret Appropriation Bill Explained by 


Chairm an. 
Washington, March 15.—A $1.800.- 
000.000 appropriation 
for the naval 
service for the next fiscal y ear, but im­ 
mediately available in the navy depart­ 
ment’s discretion, is provided in the 
annual budget bill completed by the 
house naval committee. 
The Dill In­ 
cludes lump sum appropriations to add 
to the naval facilities in the overseas 
program of construction and increases 
the navy personnel and the number of 
officers and men in the marine corps. 
A $100,000,000 lump sum fund would 
he appropriated “to enable the presi­ 
dent to secure the more economical 
and ex peditious delivery of materials, 
equipment and' munitions and to se- 
« •ure the more ex peditiou s construction 
of ships.” 
“We do not want to publish to the 
world," ex plained Chairman I’adgett of 
the committee, “how many destroy ers 
and submarine chasers and other craft 
we have, are building or expect to 
build, hut we have put this lump sum 
in the bill so as to let the president use 
It for such purposes 
as lie thinks best." 
The Dill is the largest single naval 
appropriation Dill ever reported to con­ 
gress. hut the total is $35,000.000 less 
than the official estimates.
